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2-month space trip 
awaits 3 astronauts 


CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) - Feeling 
confident and fit, the three astronauts 
of Skylab 2 were due to blast off today 
on a two-month voyage which ^will keep 
them in space longer than any men be­ 
fore and give scientists a better under­ 
standing of the Earth and sun. 
Navy Capt. Alan L. Bean, civilian 
scientist Owen K. Garriott and Marine 
Maj. Jack R. Lousma were to lift off 
atop a Saturn IB rocket at 7:11 a.m. 
EDT on the 59-day research voyage. 
The space fliers dock with the eight- 
room Skylab station this aftei’noon and 
sjiend the rest of the weekend prepar­ 
ing it for habitation after more than a 
month of orbiting unmanned. 
Cloudy skies and thunderstorms dar­ 
kened 
Cape 
Kennedy 
Friday 
but 
weather forecasters said there should 
be a partial clearing by launch time. 
“ We have completed the last reviews 
for the launch of Skylab 2,” Program 


Manager William C. Schneider said. 
“ The launch vehicle is in excellent 
shape. The crew is eager and waiting.” 
More than 190,000 gallons of liquid 
propellant were pumped into the 224- 
foot booster rocket before dawn, and 
the crew's Apollo command capsule 
was stuffed with gear. 
Bean, a 41-year-old Apollo 12 veter­ 
an, and his two crew members making 
their first space trip, Garriott, 42, and 
Lousma, 37, relaxed Friday by just 
“ lying around in the sun,” Chief Astro­ 
naut Donald K. Slayton said. 
The three men’s wives visited them 
in their crew quarters and were given 
a tour of the launch pad, while the 
children saw Disney World. 
“ We’re anxious to put out 100 per 
cent of w-hat we’ve got and we think 
we know our business,” Bean said af­ 
ter his arrival here from the Johnson 
Space Center in Houston. 


22 more U.S. 'spy 
deaths' disclosed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — the Defense 
Department disclosed Friday an addi­ 
tional 22 deaths of U.S. military spies 
carrj'ing out secret missions in the 
jungles of Laos and Cambodia, raising 
to at least 103 the total acknowledged 
number of such deaths. 


The missions were such a tightly 
held secret that families of the men 
involved were not told the truth about 
where their sons and husbands had 
died. Deputy Defense Secretary Wil­ 
liam P. Clements said. 


Clements said 21 of the newly dis­ 
closed deaths were discovered during a 
continuing search for false reports sub­ 
mitted to the Senate Armed Services 
Committee. Other Pentagon officials 
said the 22nd death was inadvertently 
omitted from an initial tally of spy 
mission casualties made public on 
Tuesday. 
In conceding for the first time Tues­ 
day that the reconnaissance missions 
had been carried out in Laos and Cam- 


bodia during most of the Indochina 
war and that 81 men had died, the 
Pentagon said both the next of kin and 
the Senate committee had been falsely 
told the deaths occurred in South Viet­ 
nam. 
“ We regret this error,” Clements 
said in a letter to Sen. Stuart Syming­ 
ton, D-Mo., acting chairman of the 
committee. 
“ Because of the classification of 
these highly sensitive operations, spe­ 
cific locations were not originally dis­ 
closed so that we could maintain the 
security which was essential to the 
safety not only of those involved in the 
operations but to the safety of all our 
forces in South Vietncun,” Clements 
wrote. 
He said the latest information, gath­ 
ered from two separate sets of files, 
indicatect that 76 intelligence agents 
were killed in Laos and another 27 pe­ 
rished in Cambodia between 1965 and 
the end of U.S. involvement in the 
ground war last fall. 


'Woodstock Nation' 
attracts 100,000 


WATKINS GLEN, N.Y. (UPI) - 
More than 100,000 blue-jean clad rock 
fans gathered at an auto race course 
Friday for a midsummer music festiv­ 
al that may become the “ Woodstock 
Nation” of the 1970s, 


The fans, mostly in their late teens 
and early 20s, began arriving as early 
midweek for Saturday’s concert in 
this rural New York state hamlet. 
Many of youths 
openly 
purchased 
drugs and the smell of marijuana was 
in the humid, 90-degree air. 
Some girls frolicked topless, almost 
without notice. Others wore halters and 
bikini tops. 
Three persons died Friday trying to 
get to the “ Summer Jam” festiv­ 
al-two when a minibus went out of 
control and another when a driver of a 
van was thrown from his vehicle. Drug 
arrests had started already. 
State police estimated 125,000 persons 
had already “ saturated” about a one- 
square-mile area of the track, the site 


of the U.S. Grand Prix and other ma­ 
jor automobile 
racing events. 
Mo­ 
torcycle engines w^hined in impromptu 
races along the rolling and winding 
race circuit. 
Guitar players entertained 
small 
groups of people and others while 
away the time by tossing frisbees. 
Lines of cars and campers backed up 
traffic for miles leading into the small 
western New York community in the 
Finger Lakes resort area, about 120 
miles west of the Sullivan County com­ 
munity of Bethel where some 400.000 
persons converged for the Woodstock 
Music and Art Fair in the summer of 
1969. 
A number of persons lounged atop 
cars and campers while waiting to en­ 
ter the race grounds, which were dot­ 
ted with tents, campfires and vending 
stands. 
The crowd was similar in appear­ 
ance and manner to the earlier Woods­ 
tock festival that became the symbol of 
the youth movement of the late 1960s. 


3-foot rattlesnake found; 
reptile warning issued 


CLAREMONT — The discovery of a 
3-foot rattlesnake in the Claraboya 
area Thursday evening prompted a 
warning from Humane Society direc­ 
tors Bruce Richards to be on the loo­ 
kout for the reptiles these days. 
The rattler was found on the porch 
of the L. F. Orabona residence at 700 
Via Santa Catarina, which butts up 
against the foothills. The snake was 
dispatched by the 14-year-old Orabona 
boy armed with a shovel. 
Richards said the snake was de­ 
scribed as being fat and he fears that 
it may have given birth recently. The 
usual litter is six or seven offsprings, 
he said. He and other Humane Society 
workers planned to go into the area of 
the Orabona residence to see if any 
young are around. 
He warned that this is rattles­ 
nake weather and cautioned persons 
living in hilly areas to be alert for the 
reptiles. They usually are found around 
rock piles, wood piles or fallen trees. * 
Normally, shy, they will strike if sur­ 
prised or cornered, he said.

Richards said that several rattles­ 
nakes were caught in the Diamond Bar 
area last week and were taken to the 
UCLA Medical Center where their ve­ 
nom was extracted for use in the treat­ 
ment of snake bites. Richards said 
there were 2,6(X) cases of poisonous 
snake bites reported in California last 
year and 1,800 of them were in South­ 
ern California. 


He cautioned dog owners to be care­ 
ful about allowing their dogs to run 
loose in areas w'here snakes are likely. 
A dog sniffing around a fallen tree 
may be bitten, he said. 


Persons who are bitten should re­ 
main calm and quiet and be taken for 
help immediately, he said. 
Hikers 
should not hike alone, but if they do 
and are bitten, they should rest every 
tew minutes while walking for aid. 
Ideally, the victim should be immobi­ 
lized, the limb with the wound slwuld be 
placed in a splint and the person 
should be taken as quickly as possibly 
tor medical treatment. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Despite the

Hannah and other officials testified in 
support of the administration’s request 
for U. S. programs of ovrseas technical 
and military assistance. 
The House Thursday night approved 
a .i;2.8 billion program for economic 
and military aid —aimed in large part 
toward reconstruction of Indochina. 
Rogers’ statement came as part of 
an assurance to the subcommittee that 
the administration would not ask for 
financial assistance for the reconstruc­ 
tion of North Vietnam until Hanoi fully 
observed the Paris accords. 
“ When we are satisfied that North 
Vietnam will live up to the agree­ 
ments,” Rogers said, “ then we will 
have to make up our minds how much 
to ask Congress for” in reconstruction 
aid for Hanoi. 
Leaving the committee hearing, Ro­ 
gers refused to clarify reports that 
Henry A. Kissinger, presidential assis­ 
tant on national security affairs, has

William R. Hendricks, chief inves­ 
tigator of the crash for the National 
Transportation Safety Board, said he is 
puzzled by the fact that some survivors 
were sitti.ig next to persons killed im­ 
mediately. 
The plane, a Fairchild-Hiller 227b, 
crashed in a heavy thunderstorm Mon­ 
day in a residential area near the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri at St. Louis, about 
two miles short of the runway for 
Lambert Field. 
“ There is no pattern,” Hendricks 
said. “ We are checking why seats 
failed, why seats buckled and why the 
interior broke apart.”

General disenchantment' — 
Nixon's early doubts 
about Gray revealed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The White 
House felt “general disenchantment” 
with L. Patrick Gray III during Senate 
confirmation hearings on his nomi­ 
nation to be FBI director, but decided 
to let him “ twist slowly, slowly in the 
wind,” John D. Ehrlichman testified 
Friday. 
It was the first official confirmation 
that President Nixon had doubts about 
Gray’s nomination from the beginning, 
and grew more concerned when Gray 
came under attack for allegedly failing 
to investigate the Watergate break-in 
thoroughly enough. 
Resigned April 27 
Gray, who resigned under fire on 
April 27 after published reports he des­ 
troyed 
Watergate-related 
documents 
taken from a White House safe, also 
was criticized during the hearings for 
giving then White House counsel John 
vy. Dean ill confidential FBI files on 
its Watergate investigation. 
Under questioning by Sen. Lowell 
Weicker, R-Conn., Ehrlichman told the 
Senate Watergate committee: 
“ I think you’ll remember those con­ 
firmation hearings and the revelation 
in the manner in which Mr. Gray res­ 
ponded during the hearings. And 1 
think it is fair to say there was pretty 
general disenchantment with the man­

“ Do you mean to tell me if there is 
this degree of disenchantment that you 
are going to keep this man on as the 
nominee, and later on as acting direc­ 
tor until April 27 when Pat Gray steps 
down?

3 killed, 12 hurt 


in knife fights; 


fires unchecked 


McALESTER, Okla. (UPI) — Almost 
h alf of the inmates at the Oklahoma 
State Prison joined a call to a revolu­ 
tion “ in the. name of Allah” Friday, 
seized 21 h o stag es and set fires which 
raged unhampered throughout the pri­ 
son. 
At least three inmates were killed and 
12 others were injured in knife fights, 
apparently among the prisoners. 
Gov. David Hall said there were “ 500 
to 800 prison rioters” out of control at 
the facility. About 900 other prisoners 
returned at 8:30 p.m. to cells in the 
two cell blocks left untouched by the 
fires. 
The fires, 'oelieved set only as an 
early diversion by the six inmates who 
started the disturbance, roared out of 
control through the afternoon. Firemen 
were kept back by the convicts, and 
the flames engulfed all but the two cell 
blocks, the administration building, the 
walls and the guard towers. 
Prison officials said flames had des­ 
troyed a warehouse where food and 
supplies were kept, and raged within 
the prison’s hospital, paint house, meat 
factory, garment factory, license platt 
factory, mess hall and canning factory. 
Attacked Guards 
Six inmates started the disturbance 
by grabbing knives and meat cleavers 
and attacking their guards during 
lunch at 2:30 p.m. They issued their 
call for other inmates to join them, 
and hundreds did as guards pulled 
back from the spreading fires. 
“ Come on, th 
is a revolution,” one 
of the six shouted through a bullhorn, 
“ in the name of Allah, come on and 
join us. Please join us. Show solidarity. 
Come together. Black or white. Black 
or white. We are all convicts. Join us.’* 
All of the hostages were prison em­ 
ployes, though not necessarily uni­ 
formed guards. The inmates released 
three guards immediately after the dis­ 
turbance began because they were in­ 
jured in the early fighting, and the 
three were admitted to a city hospital. 
Then, in the early evening, the priso­ 
ners released two more hostages to 
carry a request to Warden Park An­ 
derson for a meeting. Anderson made 
no comment on whether he would meet 
with the hostages. 
“They treated us well,’’said one of 
the hostages, John Deputy, who weighs 
over 300 pounds. “ They told me they 
didn’t want anybody to get hurt and 
they were afraid I might have a heart 
attack .They were afraid I had heart 
trouble. I didn’t tell them any differ­ 
ent.” 
One firetruck entered the prison yard 
briefly, but pulled back when the roof 
of the warehouse collapsed. No other 
attempts were made to fight the fire , 
while the prisoners held the compound. 


Husband shot; 
wife held in 
family feud 


POMONA — A Pomona man was in 
serious condition and his wife under 
arrest for attempted murder Friday 
night following a family fight that en­ 
ded in gunfire. 
Thomas Michael Hatch, of 1687 Cala- 
tina Dr., was shot numerous times, 
said police, and was listed in serious 
condition at Pomona Valley Commu­ 
nity Hospital. 
His wife. Cynthia Ann Hatch, 25, was 
arrested at the fam.ily residence follow­ 
ing the shooting. 
According to police, the shooting fol­ 
lowed an argument between the couple 
over money. 
Two juvenile witnesses in the home 
at the time of the shooting heard seven 
shots fired from the couple bedroom, 
police said. 
Mrs. Hatch called an ambulance for 
her husband following the shooting. 


Speed, fog blamed 
in crash fatal to 8

Legislature soon may lose 
powers to reapportion

Legislation taking reapor- 
tionment powers out of the 
. hands of state legislature has 
. an “ex cellent chance” of be­ 
coming reality within the nex t 
y ear. State Sen. George Mas- 
cone said Friday . 
The Democratic gubernato­ 
rial candidate from San Fran- 
.cisco who is barnstroming the 
Southland this weekend, made 
the prediction while address­ 
ing a student seminar on Mi­ 
nority Politics at La Verne 
College. 
Moscone said that such leg­ 
islation would be one of the 
“ spinoffs and benefits that 
, - C a n be reaped from Water- 
V g ate.” 
He charged that the legisla­ 
ture could “no longer have 
the 
constitutional 
duty 
to 
reapportion itself,” because it 
_ has placed the “public’s inter­ 
e s t a very distant second” to 
"its own in the matter of reap­ 
portionment. 
“ I’ve come to the 
real­ 
ization. as I should have a 


long time ago, that people 
elected to public life are hu­ 
man beings, and as a con­ 
seq uence they fall heir to the 
same kind of problems all hu­ 
man beings suffer—and that 
is need, the instinct for self- 
preservation,” Moscone said. 
“When y ou get down to the 
q uestion of reapportionment,” 
he added, “and the interest is 
one of protecting y ourself so 
that y ou get re-elected to of­ 
fice as opposed to the public 
interest in drawing lines and 
conforming with the needs the 
people in general, y ou can 
imagine who comes in first 
and who comes in second.” 
Moscone say s the members 
of the legislature will back 
legislation 
removing 
their 
reapportionment powers if for 
no other reason than to res­ 
tore the public's confidence in 
them. 
He said polls 
today 
show the public has a low re­ 
gard for their elected repre­ 
sentatives. 
He made specific reference 
to 
proposed 
legislation 
on 
reapportionment, of which he 


is one of the principal co-au­ 
thors. The measure, Senate 
Committee 
Amendment 
1, 
was recently passed on to the 
Senate for approval from the 
Elections 
and 
Reapportion­ 
ment Committee. 
It proposes that 
a 
five- 
m e m b e r 
commission 
be 
created to handle the reap­ 
portionment 
problem. 
The 
five persons would come from 
a field of 50 selected by the 
state’s Supreme Court chief 
justice. The group of 50 would 
be narrowed to five by legis­ 
lators of both political parties 
who would challenge the pros­ 
pective panelists in the same 
manner lawy ers do in select­ 
ing a jury . 
Moscone, a member of the

ment Committee, say s 
the 
proposed bill has the backing 
of both Republicans and Dem­ 
ocrats.

Army to begin recruiting 
more high school dropouts

* Army Secretary Howard H. 
Callaway 
said 
Friday 
his 
service will start taking more 
‘high school dropouts in an ef­ 
fort to make up for a short- 
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age of volunteers with high 
school diplomas. 
Callaway told a Pentagon 
news conference he believes 
the new program can be ma­ 
naged 
to 
maintain 
q uality 
while making up a 13,000-man 
recruiting shortage. 
‘ ‘ T h i s program provides 
non-high school graduates the 
opportunity to prove 
them­ 
selves by their performance 
in training,” Callaway said, 
“Ex perience show’s that four 
out of five non-high school 
graduates become gooa sol­ 
diers.” 
In the past, the Army has 
limited recruiters to a 30 per 
cent ceiling on high school 
dropouts in 
meeting 
enlist­ 
ment goals. Callaway said he 
was not going to establish any 
new cutoff point, but that he 
did 
not ex pect more 
than 
about 40 per cent of the en­ 
listees to be dropouts. 
He said high school gradu­ 
ation —one of the traditional 
means of measuring q uality 
among recruits —was overly 
simplistic as a guideline. 
In conjunction with the new 
program, Callaway said, re­ 
cruits will be screened care­ 
fully during basic training. 
Those thought likely to be bad 
soldiers will be weeded out 
and honorably discharged be­ 
fore they have spent 18 0 day s 
in the service and q ualify for 
such benefits as the GI bill. 
“ If we can at the company 
level in basic training sepa­ 
rate from the service those 10 
per cent of the men who are 
giving us 90 per cent of our 
problems ... 1 think we may 
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find that we are getting far 
higher q uality ,” he said. 
During 
the news confer­ 
ence, his first at the Penta­ 
gon, Callaway also said: 
—He had no q ualms about 
being uninformed about oper­ 
ational 
m atters 
concerning 
his service and denied that 
the service secretaries were 
figureheads because they are 
outside the military chain of 
command. 
—The Army has determined 
it should no longer maintain a 
nerve gas depot at Rocky 
Mountain Arsenal in Denver, 
but has not y et decided whe­ 
ther to move the nerve gas to 
Utah or to a less populous 
site in 
Colorado. 
He 
said 
there were “enormous” poli­ 
tical problems involved. 
ihere is no legal obligation 
for an Army enlisted man to 
obey an Air Force officer in a 
prisoner-of-war camp, citing 
this as a key reason why he 
dismissed prison camp mis­ 
conduct charges against five 
Army 
ex -POWs early 
this 
month.

Contractor blam ed in deaths of 1 7 
'Gross negligence' found 
in Sylmar mine explosion 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Tn 
one of the longest jury trials 
in U.S. history , the prime 
contractor for a 
tunnel 
in 
which 17 men died in a gas 
ex plosion 
was found guilty 
Friday of gross negligence. 
Lockheed Shipbuilding and 
Construction Co. of Seattle, 
Wash., a subsidiary of Lock­ 
heed Aircraft Corp., was con­ 
victed 
on 
16 misdemeanor 
counts along with its project 
manager, Loren Savage. 
Prosecutor Roosevelt Dorn 
said the case, which began 
July 24, 1972, is the longest 
Municipal Court trial in the 
h i s t o r y of U.S. jurispru­ 
dence. 
The trial is still not over. 
The jury resumes delibera­ 
tions nex t week on 16 negli­ 
gence counts against another 
Lockheed employ e, safety en­ 
gineer Otha Ree Jr. In all, 
the jury had to come up with 
92 separate verdicts. 
Each of the gross negli­ 
gence convictions carried a 


max imum 
sentence 
of one 
y ear in jail and a $5,000 fine. 
The charges involved viola­ 
tions of the state industrial 
safety code which are consid­ 
ered 
misdemeanors, 
rather 
than the more serious felony 
classification, even though the 
violations result in death. 
Although 17 men died, the 
defendants were not charged 
with negligence in the case of 
one of the victims, an em­ 
ploy e of the Los Angeles De­ 
partment of Water and Po­ 
wer. 
The ex plosion near Sy lmar 
June 24, 1971, killed 17 men 
working 
inside 
the 
tunnel 
which was built to carry wa­ 
ter from the California Aq ue­ 
duct through the mountains to 
the suburban San Fernando 
Valley . 
Work had been suspended 
in the tunnel the day prior to 
the ex plosion when a dang­ 
erous concentration of ex plo­ 
sive methane gas was 
de­ 
tected in the bore. 


Police officer indicted 


in death of 12-year-old 


DALLAS (UPI) — Acting 
with unusual swiftness, a Dal­ 
las County grand jury Friday 
indicted police officer D. L. 
Cain of murdering with ma­ 
lice a 12-y ear-old boy during 
a burglary investigation. 


Santos Rodriguez was bu­ 
ried Thursday after a funeral 
attended by 600 persons. 
His mother, 
Mrs. 
Bessie 
Garcia Rodriguez, was fur­ 
loughed three day s trom state 
prison for the funeral. She is 
serving a five-y ear sentence 
for murder. 
Cain’s 
bond 
was 
raised 
from $5,000 to $50,000 at the 
req uest of District Attorney 
Henry Wade. Unable to raise 
$50,000 
bond, Cain 
surren­ 
dered 
to 
sheriff’s 
deputies 
and was jailed. 
The jury ’s term ended Fri­ 
day and a new jury will not 
be sworn in until Aug. 13. 
Wade said the jury consid­ 
ered only 
evidence against 
Cain and “any additional ac­ 
tion will have to be brought 
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after investigation by the In­ 
ternal Affairs Division of the 
Police Department.” 
Wade’s mentioning “any ad­ 
ditional” action was a refe­ 
rence to patrolman Roy Ar­ 
nold, who was in the sq uad 
car with the 30-y ear-old Cain.

gated ar> $8 vending machine 
burglary in a service station 
early Tuesday . They chased 
two persons but were unable 
to catch them and went to the 
home of Santos and his 13- 
y earold brother, David.

The second time it 
fired and the bullet blew off 
part of Santos’ face.

500 ask action 
on missing men

Some 500 relatives of men 
missing in action in Southeast 
Asia Friday asked military 
and diplomatic officials what 
they are doing to establish 
whether the men are deaa or 
alive. 
The answers were cautious 
and sometimes not to the lik­ 
ing of relatives attending the 
fourth annual convention of 
the National League of Famil­ 
ies of American 
Prisoners 
and 
Missing 
in 
Southeast 
Asia. The meeting ends Sun­ 
day . 
“Our options are limited,” 
said Frank Sieverts, a special 
assistant to the deputy secret­ 
ary of state, when he was 
asked about progress toward 
conducting casualty investiga­ 
tions in enemy territory . 
“You don’t try to hustle the 
East,” he said. “We alway s 
want to get things done right 
away ; they want to take a 
little longer. We are still in 
an early period. No doors 
have been closed.” 
But investigations by the 
J o i n t Casualty Resolution 
Center have been limited to 
areas of South Vietnam be­ 
cause negotiations have not 
been completed 
for search 
teams to go into North Viet- 
n a m , Viet 
Cong-controlled 
areas of South Vietnam and 
other Communist

Why did God let my child 
or p arent die? Why is a devout, 
kind-hearted p erson stricken 
with cancer, while a wicked, 
self-centered 
p e r s o n sails 
blithely through life? 
There is no simp le, glib, all 
satisfy ing 
answer 
to 
The 
Great WHY. 
But a few observations can 
be made about it: 
It is not, as many who ask 
it 
seem 
to think, a 
newly 
discovered question. You will 
find it raised, 
in 
p oignant 
fo rm, in the Biblical bo o K o f 
Job, 
written 
thousands 
of 
y ears ago. It also ap p ears in 
many of the ancient Hebrew 
Psalms. 
Christianity , like Judaism, 
frankly acknowledges that the 
good often suffer and the evil 
often p rosp er. In fact, the 
p aradox is p resented in ulti­ 
mate degree by the life of 
Jesus, whose “reward” for a 
blameless life of service and 
comp assion was an agonizing 
death on a Roman cross. 
The New Testament offers 
no p romise to any one that he 
can buy safe p assage through 
the troubles of life by going 
to church and “being good'.” 
On the contrary , Jesus war­ 
ned his followers rep eatedly 
they would hav e to p ay a 
v ery heav y p rice for fidelity 
to his way . 
And they did. The men and 
women who insisted on telling 
the world about Jesus were 
tortured, beheaded burned at 
the stake and fed to lions. 
Their marty rdom help ed to 
sp read the gosp el throughout 
the Roman 
Emp ire in re­ 
markably short time, But in 
their darker hours, looking at 
the matter from a p urely in­ 
dividual viewp oint, they must 
hav e felt that this was p retty 
p oor comp ensation for their 
courage and faithfulness. 
The New Testament offers 
three consolations to those 
who suffer bain or loss. 


The first and greatest is the 
p romise that the inequities of 
this life will be rectified in a 
future state. It was this hop e 
that 
sustained 
the 
Ap ostle 
P a u l , who underwent as 
much suffering and dep riv a­ 
tion as any man ev er did for 
his stalwart serv ice of Christ. 
“I reckon,” the great ap ostle 
said, in one of his letters, 
“that the sufferings we now 
endure bear no comp arison 
with the sp lendor, as y et un­ 
rev ealed, which is in store for 
us.” 
Pie in the sky ? Perhap s. 
Certainly , no one living can 
p rove the p romise true. On 
the other hand, no one has 
ev er p roved it untrue, it there 
is a God of love, it is hard to 
believe He would be so cruel 
as to let millions of p eop le 
live and die, through count­ 
less generations, sustainea by 
a groundless hop e in a false 
p romise that was made in His 
name. 
The second 
Biblical 
con­ 
solation is that suffering need 
not be interp reted as someth­ 
ing which God inflicts delibe­ 
rately up on a p articular indi­ 
vidual. In order to give us

freedom of resp onsible choice, 
which is our highest attribute 
as human p ersons, God had 
to endow the whole universe 
with freedom to follow natur­ 
al p rocesses where they hap ­ 
p en to lead: and this neces­ 
sarily includes freedom for 
cap ricious tragedies to befall 
just ana deserv ing folk. Jesus 
p ut it v ery p lainly when he 
reminded his discip les that 
‘ the rain falls on the just and 
unjust alike.” 
Finally , there is the con­ 
solation of p ray er. Christian 
ex p erience attests that p ray er 
sometimes 
leads 
to 
what 
seem like miraculous remis­ 
sions of imminent disaster, 
even — in fact, esp ecially —in 
incidents are relativ ely rare. 
Most of the time, the “p ay ­ 
off” of p ray er is not getting 
what y ou ask, but getting so­ 
mething far more p recious: a 
sense of the p resence of God, 
and the knowledge that His 
love enfolds and sustains us 
ev en — in fact, esp ecially — in 
the blackest hours of life. It 
is this discov ery that has 
brought many a hardheaded 
realist to 
believe that ac­ 
cep ted suffering can be one of 
the greatest blessings of hu­ 
man ex istence.

cess” , Garvey, also an attor­ 
ney, said. “ We would like to 
know where the commissioner 
gets the power to expel from 
the league and terminate the 
career of a player.

you’ve said it all. In fact, the 
county nature center is a hot, 
dusty, confined area where 
all the beauty of California 
flora and fauna is compressed 
a n d 
inhibited, 
where 
the 
educational lessons of con­ 
servation and ecology are lost 
on the thousands of people 


who 
visit 
the 
park 
each 
month. 
Los 
Angeles 
County 
has 
four nature centers—at Pasa­ 
dena, Placentia, Whittier Nar­ 
rows 
and 
San 
Dimas—but 
only the San Dimas center 
has live animals, fowl and 
plants. As miserably equipped 
as it is, the San Dimas Na­ 
ture Center nonetheless draws 
an average of 8,000 visitors a 


month.

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Scan profile: David Noon 
Top composer never stops creating

David Noon, Pomona com­ 
poser, has paused this sum­ 
mer with his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. William Noon, on his 
way from Warsaw, Poland, 
where he was a Fellow at the 
Academy of Music, to Evans­ 
ton, 111., where he will be an 
instructor in composition and 
musical theory this fall. 
A composer is busy com-' 
posing most of the time, and 
Noon is no exception. 
"I’m working on a solo 
piano piece now,” he said 
during a recent interview. 
"I’ve been doing it for six 
months and I’m certainly not 
happy with it. I’ll probably 
work six more months on it.” 
Noon is a slim 6-footer, 
black-bearded, good-looking, a 
bachelor just turned 27. He is 
soft-spoken and amiable, and

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talks articulately and sensibly 
about the mystic art of mu­ 
sical composition. 
"Composing is 
something 
you have to do,” he said. 
"It’s something that’s inside 
of you — almost existential. 
You don’t expect to get any 
money from it. You’re spend­ 
ing most of your creative mo­ 
ments on something for wfiich 
others have no desire and 
little understanding.” 
A native of Pennysl vania, 
Noon came to California in 
1951 and to Pomona in 1956. 
He attended Pomona High 
School and graduated from 
Pomona College in 1968 with 
a major in musical composi­ 
tion. 
In college he worked closely 
with Karl Kohn, professor of 
music, concert pianist and 
composer. 
"He’s a very good teacher 
as well as a good composer 
— and that's not always the 
case,” Noon said. 
Noon’s 
compositions 
won 
h im 
a 
scholarship 
from 
Broadcast Music, Inc., and a 
fellowship under the National 
Defense Education Act. He 
earned a master’s degree in 
musicology at New York Uni­ 
versity in 1970, and went on 
to a master of musical arts 
degree at Yale University, 
where he is now a doctoral 
candidate.

During his brief career, 
Noon’s works have won him a 
raft of awards in addition to 
his scholarships — a Young 
M u s i c i a n s ’ 
Foundation 
Award, first prize in composi­ 
tion at the Aspen (Colo.) Mus­ 
ic 
Festival, 
Yale’s 
Woods 
Chandler 
Memorial 
Prize, 
and, also at Yale, the John 
Day Jackson Prize for cham­ 
ber music. He also picked up 
the Harriet Gibbs Fox Memo­ 
rial Prize for the highest 
scholastic average (straight 
A’s) in his class. 
What type of music does 
Noon create? 
"It’s serial 
—a musical 
syntax based on one 12-tone 
theme, 
with 
predetermined 
rhythmic set or tone colors,” 
he said. "It’s atonal — or 
pan-tonal 
with many dis­ 
sonances. Boulez, Weber and 
Stravinsky 
have 
influenced 
me the most.” 
Publication is not instant 
fame or fortune, but it is an 
important feather in the cap, 
and the young Pomonan has 
had six of his works published1 
by th prestigious Carl Fischer 
Company. They are "Sonata,” 
for clarinet, vibraphone and 
prepared piano (the strings 
altered with bolts, plastics, 
bits of leather or rubber); 
“Labyrinth,” 
a 
ballet 
for 
chamber orchestra; "Inflec­ 
tions” for piano, 
prepared 
piano, harpsichord, harp and 
vibraphone; "Duo” for two 
violas; "Song and Toccata” 
for solo trombone, and "Intro­ 
duction , Dirge and Frolic” for 
flute, clarinet, bassoon, trum­ 
pet and trombone. 
How does one go about 
composing a piece of music? 
"I think of how a sound 
should be,” said Noon, a for­ 
mer clarinetist and bassoonist 
and 
sometime 
pianist. 
"I 
think of the instruments and 
sometimes of the performer, 
then of the kinds of intervals, 
the kind of melodic line I 
want to emphasize. Then I de­ 
cide how long I can stand it 
— 
flashing his darkly han­ 
dsome grin — "usually it’s 
not very long.* 
The brainwork also includes 
dividing the piece into suit­ 
able sections, choosing mate­ 
rial that has already been ex­ 
posed 
—and then the la­ 
borious, painful business of 
writing. 
"It’s a slow process,” Noon 
said. "I’m lucky if I can 
write three pieces a year — 
that’s about 30 minutes of 
music.” 


"Not really,” Noon said. 
"It’s always with you. When 
I’m sunning myself at the 
pool I’m thinking of what I’m 
going to do with the French 
horn part — things like that. 
But I’m not driven.” 
One of the greatest rewards 
for a composer is to hear his 
works performed, and Noon 
compositions have been pre­ 
sented several times — at

She was the first woman 
without royal blood to marry 
a king ot England, and rumor 
had

her 
mother, 
through black Romany arts, 
had calculatingly assisted her 
daughter’s rise 
through the 
social ranks.

This is a period in which 
old feudal loyalties are decay­ 
ing, and in which mercantile 
considerations and domestic

paramount. 


Unfortunately, the characte­ 
rization is often rather woo­ 
den, although King Edward 
sometimes comes to life. The 
narrator. Cicely Bonville, is 
little more than a literary ar­ 
tifice. Her father dies, she is 
forced into an arranged mar­ 
riage with a man she does 
not respect, and, through all 
: this, she remains stolid, im­ 
passive, actually inert. 


We can be grateful to the 
author 
for 
her 
painstaking 
historical accuracy in many 
particulars, however, and her 
fast-paced style, vHiich makes 
the book a 
pleasant diver­ 
tissement for tho.se who enjoy 
historical novels. 


It is too bad, th.ough. that 
this much neglected century, 
the time of such climactic 
events as the 
War of 
the 
Roses, is not depicted with 
more of the intensity and pas­ 
sion that it deserves. 


But 
the 
undertaking 
was 
quite ambitious, and while it 
may fail to delight some rea­ 
ders whose highest demands 
are aesthetic, it will undoub­ 
tedly instruct others in the 
fascination that the politics of 
; a much different age can hold 
for us. 


Alice Walworth Graham has 
authored six previous novels, 
four of them dealing with our 
own South. One can only hope 
that the more she becomes 
immersed in her current en­ 
thusiasm, English history, the 
more vivid and sympathetic 
her portraits of English life 
will become. 


This genre, rightfully so, is 
one of the most enduring in 
our literary history. We often

this bring to people.

nishes the title for this gem 
of penetrating 
thought 
into 
man’s present and future, but 
gives a focus to what he con­ 
siders man’s awesome res­ 
ponsibility and task of con­ 
trolling his own destiny. 


This is not reading for id­ 
ling away a leisure moment. 
It demands the full attention 
and concentration of the rea­ 
der. Written from a medical 
viewpoint, this work assesses 
medicine’s part in helping to 
create “ a new and expected 
image of man.” 
As 
technological 
medicine 
has made tremendous strides 
in the control of disease with 
the timely and proper use of 
newly discovered 
techniques 
a n d 
medicinal 
treatment, 
there has grown a great need 
for “ medicine to know what it 
is, where it is going ana what 
choices it should make in or­ 
der to determine the nature 
of desirable transformation.” 
So says Andre Cournand, 
M.D., professor emeritus and 
s p e c i a] lecturer, Columbia 
University College of Phys­ 
icians and Surgeons, in his 
preface to the book. 
This statement sets the tone 
and the stage for this deep 
and penetrating analysis of 
the modern doctor’s challenge 
and problems as he tries ‘.o 


alleviate 
man’s 
condiiion. 
F u l l y 
Qoes

Hamburber outlines some of 
the great 
strides 
medicine 
has made and the correspond­ 
ing awkwardness with which 
he makes use of the new 
technology. A discovery wi­ 
dens his knowledge, so does 
the very multiplicity of this 
knowledge make what once 
seemed to be in an early day. 
a relatively simple diagnosis, 
now 
a 
vastly 
complicated 


procedure. 
Dr. Hamburger outlines the 
lamentable truth that where 
research is poor, the sick re­ 
ceive inadequate care. Thus, 
too much of the world is im­ 
poverished and disease rid- 
d e n . 
A n d 
between 
th“ 
research and 
the sick 
lies 
sometimes too great a dis­ 
tance 
in 
which the 
result 
must be pul in the hands of 
the disseminators, the profes­ 
sors and technical writers in 
medical journals and thus to 
the practioners w'ho, during 
the course of busy days, try 
to 
translate 
the 
knowledge 
gained “ on the run” into alle­ 
viating treatment of the sick. 


The various aspects of me­ 
dical research are thoroughly 
covered. The rigid hand of 
bureaucracy sometimes inie- 
feres 
with 
pure 
research 
when subsidizing agencies de­ 
mand too detailed accounting 
a c c o r d i n g to previously 
agreed upon research proce­ 
dures, thus failing to realize 
that pure, unplanned research 
has often accidentally turned 
up pertinent information re­ 
garding 
one 
disease 
while 
looking for evidence regard­ 
ing an entirely different one. 
The author forcefully dwells 
upon the doctor-patient rela­ 
tionship and the need for ac­ 
eces *0 centralized sources of 
data readily available to him. 


The human qualities of this 


vital 
relationship 
are 
dis­ 


cussed. The physician must 


be dedicated to the over-a!l 


welfare of his patient, treat­ 


ing the whole person, not just 
a disease. 
The Hippocratic 
Oath is not just a miimbo- 
jumbo of words to Dr. Ham­ 
burger, 
but 
a 
professional 
ilhic guiding the physicians 


every action. 
Exploring 
virtually 
every 
aspect of the world of medi­ 
cine, 
Hamburger 
discusses 
the regulation of populations 
in addition to the mission of 
improving health. Within this 
frame of reference, Hamber- 
ger discusses the plans from 


which 
medicine 
can chose. 
The first one is the reduction 
of death misery and disease. 
The second is the reduction of 
suffering and the third which 
he calls the protection of the 
humar 
species, 
and 
finally 
the grand 
plan: 
Protecting 
the conscious state 
without 
destroying the species. Space 
does not permit the detailing 
of these plans and the prob­ 
lems of choice among them. 


In the fifth chapter of the 
book, the author turns me­ 
taphysical in his writing, del­ 
ving into man’s relationship 
with his God. Man’s failure to 
underhand the place of a di­ 
vine intelligence in his life in-

Who was A.P. Giannini? 


In 1904, Amadeo Peter 
Giannini and some friends 
bought a safe for $750, moved 
it to a remodelled bar in 
San Francisco, and opened 
the Bank of Italy, 
The bank’s main cus­ 
tomers were the city’s Ital­ 
ian-Americans, many of whom had never been inside 
a bank before. This was a new idea in banking, since 
banks at that time were not for the common man. 
Giannini built his bank into the Bank of Amer­ 
ica, the world’s largest private bank. He died in 1949. 
A 21-cent stamp honoring him was issued on 
June 27 at San Mateo, California.

Miles Davis is a famous jazt 
musician who plays the trum­ 
pet. He was bom in 1926, in 
Illinois, but grew up in East 
St. Louis, Missouri. His father 
was a dentist. Davis 'started 
playing the trumpet when he 
was 13. After finishing high- 
school, he studied at the fa­ 
mous Juilliard School of Music 
in New York.

ÿt Happened in Pcptcna

Diogenes -1904 style 
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Diogenes, the Greek philosopher, once lit a lan­ 
tern and carried il about with him in the daylight, 
stating that he was looking for an honest man. Sev­ 
eral thousand years later, on Oct. 21, 1904, Watt 
McCullough, an employe of the Pomona Lime Com­ 
pany’s plant in Spadra, also lit a lantern in th day­ 
time. But in McCullough’s case, instead ow looking for 
an honest man, he went looking for crude oil. 
Neither Diogenes nor Watt McCullough were suc­ 
cessful in their unusual lantern carrying ventures. 
However, of the two endeavors, McCullough’s was 
probably the more spectacular. The following day 
the Pomona Daily Review reported on carrying a 
lighted lantern about in the daytime in this graphic 
fashion: 
“ Over 100 Pomonans hastened to Spadra on bic­ 
ycles and in carriages late yesterday afternoon to 
investigate what they thought was an explosion in 
the lime kiln there. The flash and report had been 
seen and heard for miles around but when the 
curious spectators finally arrived on the scene they 
learned that instead of being the lime kiln, the ex­ 
plosion had come from an oil tankcar parked on a 
railroad siding. The crude oil had been drawn off 
from the car during the afternoon but Watt

McCullough, an employe of the lime company, was 
not so sure all the oil had been drawn away. To 
satisfy himself, he got a lantern and was peering 
into the bunghole of the car when a terrible explo­ 
sion occurred. The report was heard for miles 
around. The cause of the explosion was gas which 
had generated from the oil in the car during the hot 
afternoon. With the exception of a scorched arm and 
face, McCullough came out of the explosion all 
right.” 


Having decided that McCullough was all in one 
piece, the 100 or more Pomonans, just a mite un­ 
happy because it had only been an oil tankear in­ 
stead of the lime kiln that had exploded, remounted 
their bicycles, climbed into their carriages and 
wearily headed homeward. However, several days 
later, just to make certain that the general public 
would know all was well with their Spadra plant, 
The Pomona Lime Co. issued this statement to the 
local press:

Jones supervises the “ zoo" 
at the center, a series of 
cages containing a bobcat, 
porcupine,

owl,

coon, fox, coyote, snakes and 
a variety of birds. 


"We teach conservation and 
ecology," Jones said recently. 
"That’s the purpose ol the 
center. We’re not a zoo. We 
teach people the place 
of 
animals in the ecosystem." 


Nature Center means more 
than just animals, birds and 
reptiles. Jones and his par­ 
tner, Brent Mishler, a student 
at Cal Poly, conduct tours 
through the area, discoursing 
on the labeled trees, plants 
and 
shrubs. 
The 
guided 
tours aiong the trails are ac­ 


companied by talks stressing 
ecology and conservation. 


The wandering and well- 
marked path takes the visitor 
through groves of oaks, al­

"Ours is a very natural 
park,” says Jones, "Most of 
the trees weren’t planted by 
man—they were just there. 
We’ve tried to keep it that 
way, rustic, the way people 
like it." 


P l a n t s abound

mountain lilacs and others. 
Each is carefully labeled for 
the nature walks. Jones is 
proud of the program. 
"Somebody could come up 
here and learn 25 plants to­ 
day,” he said.

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2-month space trip 
awaits 3 astronauts 


CAPE KENNEDY (UP1) - Feeling 
confident and fit, the three astronauts 
of Skylab 2 were due to blast off today 
on a two-month voyage which will keep 
them in space longer than any men be­ 
fore and give scientists a better under­ 
standing of the Earth and sun. 
Navy Capt. Alan L. Bean, civilian 
scientist Owen K. Garriott and Marine 
Maj. Jack R. Lousma were to lift off 
atop a Saturn IB rocket at 7:11 a.m. 
EDT on the 59-day research voyage. 
The space fliers dock with the eight- 
room Skylab station this afternoon and 
spend the rest of the weekend prepar­ 
ing it for habitation after more than a 
month of orbiting unmanned. 
Cloudy skies and thunderstorms dar­ 
kened 
Cape 
Kennedy 
Friday 
but 
weather forecasters said there should 
be a partial clearing by launch time. 
“ We have completed the last reviews 
for the launch of Skylab 2,” Program 


Manager William C. Schneider said. 
“ The launch vehicle is in excellent 
shape. The crew is eager and waiting.” 
More than 190,000 gallons of liquid 
propellant were pumped into the 224- 
foot booster rocket before dawn, and 
the crew's Apollo command capsule 
was stuffed with gear. 
Bean, a 41-year-old Apollo 12 veter­ 
an, and his two crew members making 
their first space trip, Garriott, 42, and 
Lousma, 37, relaxed Friday by just 
“ lying around in the sun,” Chief Astro­ 
naut Donald K. Slayton said. 
The three men’s wives visited them 
in their crew quarters and were given 
a tour of the launch pad, while the 
children saw Disney World. 
‘‘We’re anxious to put out 100 per 
cent of what we’ve got and we think 
we know our business,” Bean said af­ 
ter his arrival here from the Johnson 
Space Center in Houston. 


21 hostages seized 
as prisoners riot 
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22 more U.S. 'spy 
deaths' disclosed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — the Defense 
Department disclosed Friday an addi­ 
tional 22 deaths of U.S. military spies 
carrying out secret missions in the 
jungles of Laos and Cambodia, raising 
to at least 103 the total acknowledged 
number of such deaths. 


The missions were such a tightly 
held secret that families of the men 
involved were not told the truth about 
where their sons and husbands had 
died. Deputy Defense Secretary Wil­ 
liam P. Clements said. 


Clements said 21 of the newly dis­ 
closed deaths were discovered during a 
continuing search for false reports sub­ 
mitted to the Senate Armed Services 
Committee. Other Pentagon officials 
said the 22nd death was inadvertently 
omitted from an initial tally of spy 
mission casualties 
made 
public 
on 
Tuesday. 
In conceding for the first time Tues­ 
day that the reconnaissance missions 
had been carried out in Laos and Cam­ 


bodia during most of the Indochina 
war and that 81 men had died, the 
Pentagon said both the next of kin and 
the Senate committee had been falsely 
told the deaths occurred in South Viet­ 
nam. 
“ We regret this error,” Clements 
said in a letter to Sen. Stuart Syming­ 
ton, D-Mo., acting chairman of the 
committee. 
“ Because of the classification 
of 
these highly sensitive operations, spe­ 
cific locations were not originally dis­ 
closed so that we could maintain the 
security which was essential to the 
safety not only of those involved in the 
operations but to the safety of all our 
forces in South Vietnam,” Clements 
wrote. 
He said the latest information, gath­ 
ered from two separate sets of files 
indicated that 76 intelligence agents 
were killed in Laos and another 27 pe­ 
rished in Cambodia between 1965 and 
the end of U.S. involvement in the 
ground war last fall.

'Woodstock Nation' 
attracts 100,000

events. 
Mo­ 
torcycle engines whined in impromptu 
races along the rolling and winding 
race circuit. 
Guitar 
players 
entertained 
small 
groups of people and others while 
away the tim e by tossing frisbees. 
Lines of cars and cam pers backed up 
traffic for miles leading into the small 
western New York community in the 
Finger Lakes resort area, about 120 
miles west of the Sullivan County com­ 
munity ol Bethel where some 400.000 
persons converged for the Woodstock 
Music and Art Fair in the summer of 
1969. 
A number of persons lounged atop 
cars and campers while waiting to en­ 
ter the race grounds, which were dot­ 
ted with tents, campfires and vending 
stands. 
The crowd was sim ilar in appear­ 
ance and manner to the earlier Woods­ 
tock festival that became the symbol of 
the youth movement of the late 1960s. 


3-foot rattlesnake found; 
reptile warning issued 


CLAREMONT - The discovery of a 
3-foot rattlesnake 
in the Clarabova 
area Thursday evening prompted a 
warning from Humane Society direc­ 
tors Bruce Richards to be on the loo­ 
kout for the reptiles these days. 
The rattler was found on the porch 
of the L. F. Orabona residence at 700 
Via Santa Catarina, which butts up 
against the foothills. The snake was 
dispatched by the 14-year-old Orabona 
boy arm ed with a shovel. 
Richards said the snake was de­ 
scribed as being fat and he fears that 
it may have given birth recently. The 
usual litter is six or seven offsprings, 
he said. He and other Humane Society 
workers planned to go into the area of 
the Orabona residence to see if any 
young are around.

warned 
that 
this 
is 
rattles­ 
nake weather and cautioned per'>on>- 
living in hilly areas to be alert lor the 
reptiles. They usually are found around 
rock piles, wood piles or fallen trees. 
Normally, shy, they will strike if sur­ 
prised or cornered, he said. 


Richards said that several rattles­ 
nakes were caught in the Diamond Bar 
area last week and were taken to the 
UCLA Medical Center where their ve­ 
nom was extracted for use in the treat­ 
ment of snake bites. Richards said 
there were 2,600 cases of poisonous 
snake bites reported in Calitomia la-d 
year and 1,800 of them were in South­ 
ern California. 


He cautioned dog owners to be care­ 
ful about allowing their dogs to run 
loose in areas where snakes are likely. 
A dog sniffing around a fallen tree 
may be bitten, he said. 


Persons who are bitten should re­ 
main calm and quiet and be taken for 
help 
immediately, 
he 
said. 
Hikers 
should not hike alone, but if they do 
and are bitten, they should rest every 
few minutes while walking for aid. 
Ideally, the victim should be immobi­ 
lized, the limb with the wound should be 
placed in a splint and the person 
should be taken as quickly as possibly 
tor medical treatment.

“ 1 think you’ll remember those con­ 
firmation hearings and the revelation 
in the manner in which Mr. Gray res­ 
ponded during the hearings. 
And 
I 
think it is fair to say there was prettv 
general disenchantment with the man­ 
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ner in which he handled himself during 
that tim e...” 
Disenchantment 
“ Do you mean to tell me if there is 
this degree of disenchantment that you 
are going to keep this man on as the 
nominee, and later on as acting direc­ 
tor until April 27 when Pat Gray steps 
down? Is that correct? There must be 
some reason,” said Weicker. 
“ I think the situation was evaluated 
as being perhaps doubtful and painful 
as it existed, but perhaps more painful 
to withdraw the problem,’ Ehrlichman 
replied. 
“ There was a weighing of the al­ 
ternative evils. It was felt on balance, 
at some point in time, and I’ve forgot­ 
ten where it was right at this time, 
that the nomination was essentially 
doomed. That it wasn’t going anywhere 
in the committee and we had to set 
about finding some alternatives,” said 
Ehrlichman, former White House do­ 
mestic affairs adviser.

3 killed, 12 hurt 


in knife fights; 
fires unchecked 


McALESTER, Okla. (UPI) - Almost 
half of the inmates at the Oklahoma 
State Prison joined a call to a revolu­ 
tion “in the. name of Allah’’ Friday, 
seized 21 hostages and set fires which 
raged unhampered throughout the pri­ 
son. 
At least three inmates were killed and 
12 others were injured in knife fights, 
apparently among the prisoners. 
Gov. David Hall said there were “ 500 
to 800 prison rioters” out of control at 
the facility. About 900 other prisoners 
returned at 8:30 p.m. to cells in the 
two cell blocks left untouched by the 
fires. 
The fires, believed set only as an 
early diversion by the six inmates who 
started the disturbance, roared out of 
control through the afternoon. Firemen 
were kept back by the convicts, and 
the flames engulfed all but the two cell 
blocks, the administration building, the 
walls and the guard towers. 
Prison officials said flames had des­ 
troyed a warehouse where food and 
supplies were kept, and raged within 
the prison’s hospital, paint house, m eat 
factory, garment factory, license platt 
factory, mess hall and canning factory. 


Attacked Guards 
Six inmates started the disturbance 
by grabbing knives and meat cleavers 
and 
attacking 
their 
guards 
during 
lunch at 2:30 p.m. They issued their 
call for other inmates to join them, 
and hundreds did as guards pulled 
back from the spreading fires. 
“ Come on, th 
is a revolution,” one 
of the six shouted through a bullhorn. 
“ In the name of Allah, come on and 
join us. Please join us. Show solidarity. 
Come together. Black or white. Black 
or white. We are all convicts. Join us.” 
All of the hostages were prison em­ 
ployes, though not 
necessarily uni­ 
formed guards. The inmates released 
three guards immediately after the dis­ 
turbance began because they were in­ 
jured in the early fighting, and the 
three were admitted to a city hospital. 
Then, in the early evening, the priso 
ners released two more hostages to 
carry a request to Warden Park An­ 
derson for a meeting. Anderson made 
no comment on whether he would meet 
with the hostages. 
“They treated us well,"said one of 
the hostages, John Deputy, who weighs 
over 300 pounds. “They told me they 
didn’t want anybody to get hurt and 
they were afraid I might have a heart 
attack .They were afraid I had heart 
trouble. I didn’t tell them any differ­ 
ent.” 
One firetruck entered the prison yard 
briefly, but pulled back when the roof 
of the warehouse collapsed. No other 
attem pts were made to fight the fire 
while the prisoners held the compound.

House subcommittee, placing 
much of the blame on unsafe 
highways, 
reported 
Friday 
that some 
time next year 
"the nation 
will 
pass 
the 
bloody milestone of 2 million 
traffic deaths since the ad­ 
vent of the m otor car.” 
"Something has gone awry 
in the nation and its highway 
program,” 
said the 
House 
public works subcommittee on 
investigations and review in a 
report on 
safety 
hearings 
started in M ay, 1967. 
The 
subcommittee 
sug­ 
gested that 
too much em­ 
phasis has been placed on the 
"nut” and th e drunken driver 
as the cause of accidents, and 
too little on the hazards built 
into the highway system. 
"Highway 
professionals 
have been 
judged and re­ 
warded alm ost entirely 
by 
their ability 
to build 
and 
hardly at all by their ability 
to engineer safety and human 
accommodation 
into 
what 
they bave built,” the report 
said. 
Summarizing 
its 
findings 
over the six years of hear­ 
ings, the subcommittee said,

is 
simply: 
“Think people!” 
"Some tim e in 1974,” the 


report said, ‘‘the nation will 
pass the bloody milestone of 2 
million vehicle traffic deaths 
since the advent of the motor 
car.”

Safety 
Council recorded nearly 1.9 
million highway deaths from 
1900 through 1971, and report­ 
ed that over the past two 
years, Americans were being 
killed at an annual rate of 
more than 56,000.

sharp-pointed highway, guar­ 
drails that had pierced autos 
and impaled the occupants; 
cars demolished by hitting so­ 
lid concrete signs and light- 
posts;

ry pavements. 
"The life that is claimed by 
an unnecessary roadside ha­ 
zard, a concealed rural inter­ 
section or a freeway designed 
in such a way that it over­ 
taxes a responsible driver is 
a life lost through indiffe­ 
rence and ineptness,” the re­ 
port said.

Lockheed employe, safety en­ 
gineer Otha Ree Jr. In all,

Lockheed was convicted in 
a separate case of concealing 
evidence during a state inves­ 
tigation—namely a gas testing 
meter in the tunnel just prior 
to the explosion.

Claremont shows 15% 
drop in traffic mishaps 


CLAREMONT — Traffic 
accidents 
were down 15 per cent, traffic citations 
soared 60 per cent and speeding tickets 
86 per cent during the year ending 
June 30, Police Chief Charles Lines re­ 
ported this week. 
Lines said that accidents attributed 
to speeding have decreased by 38 per 
cent and injury accidents were down 19 
per cent. 
The chief noted that the city did not 
have a traffic fatality for the second 
straight year, and that only two pe­ 
destrians were injured during the past 
12 months. 
The 53 accidents reported to the po­ 
lice departm ent during April, May and 
June pushed the total for the past year 
to 218 compared to 257 for the 1971-72 
fiscal year. 
Of the 11 injury accidents during the 
past three months, seven involved a 
drinking driver and 12 were caused by 
speeding. The number of accidents in­ 
volving speeding dropped for the year 
from 47 to 29. 
Indian Hill Boulevard which carries 
18,200 vehicles during a 24-hour period 
north of Arrow Highway continues as 
the street with the most accidents, 
with 14 injuring six persons during the 
last quarter. 
The 
main 
north-south 
street had 71 accidents during the year 
compared to 81 the previous year. 


Montclair 
fireman hurt 
fighting blaze 


MONTCLAIR — A Montclair fireman 
was burned Thursday night fighting a 
house fire at 4761 State St. that caused 
an estim ated $2,000 dam age. 
Treated for a second degree burn of 
the left knee was Fire Capt. Fred Hou- 
ter. llouter was later released from 
Doctors Hospital of Montclair in good 
condition. 
The fire in the unoccupied two bed­ 
room wood fram e home was reported 
about 9 p jn . Firemen responding to 
the blaze found the living room eng­ 
ulfed in flames. Houter, one of the first 
firemen to go inside, apparently knelt 
down on some hot wood. 
The firemen brought the blaze under 
control in a m atter of minutes. 
The cause of the fire is still under 
investigation. 


Second to Indian Hill Boulevard in 
the number of mishaps was Foothill 
Boulevard, which carries 
11,600 ve­ 
hicles a day east of Mountain Avenue, 
and 26,600 east of Indian Hill Boule­ 
vard. 
The divided highway had 46 acci­ 
dents the past 12 months, compared to 
68 the previous year. Only three mish­ 
aps were reported on the street during 
April, May and June. 
Local patrolmen handed out a total 
of 2.587 citations during the past three 
months to push the 1972-73 total to 10,- 
714, which dwarfed the 6.689 tickets gi­ 
ven in 1971-72. 
The 897 tickets for moving violations 
during April, May and June included 
546 for speeding. 
Parking citations, 
mostly for parking on the street during 
the 1 to 6 a.m. parking ban, totaled 
1,584 for a three-month period, and 6,- 
063 for the fiscal year. Only 4,019 were 
handed out in 1971-72. 
Lines said that the tickets handed 
out were not abnormal, and stressed 
that more will be given out to drivers 
who break the law. 
He explained that he did not put any 
quota on his patrolm en, but stressed 
that their ticket production was “ below 
par.” 
Lines pointed out that if each patrol­ 
man issued one ticket during his eight- 
hour shift, that would total 4,680 tickets 
over 
a 
three-month 
period, 
nearly 
double the number given out during 
the past quarter. 
Lines said he did not know to what 
he could attribute the drop in the ac­ 
cident rate, but noted that a “ gross 
amount” of traffic uses Indian Hill 
Boulevard. 
Lines reported that five forcible rapes 
were reported during 1972-73 against 
none for the previous year, robberies 
went up from seven to 21, assualts in­ 
creased from 55 to 80, burglaries soared 
from 273 to 306, and auto thefts decr­ 
eased from 67 to 57, although 11 car 
thefts were reported inthe past three 
months. 
Juvenile 
felony 
arrests 
increased 
from 52 to 133 over the past year, bur­ 
glaries went up fiom 20 to 36, and a r­ 
r e s t s 
from 
drug 
law 
infractions 
doubled from 21 to 45. 
Lines explained that because of Dist. 
Atty. Joseph Bush’s new “ get tough” 
policy, local police officers are spend­ 
ing more time in court. During the 
past three months officers were in 
court 455 hours, and in court the past 
year 1,411. In the previous year before 
the “ get tough” policy went into effect, 
local policemen logged 856 hours in 
court.

Landmark decision for fathers 
Now daughter can be proud of pop

P O M O N A — Fifty-seven-year-old 
Handel Hutchinson, an unwed Pomona 
father, feels he has benetited from a 
landmark legal decision. 
He calls it a "good sign ot the chang­ 
ing times.” 
An Orange County Superior Court 
judge 
Thursday 
granted 
Hutchinson 
lull custody of his daughter, Linda, 8, 
born of a conunon-law m arriage to a 
woman not legally divorced. 
The court action took 11 months to 
accomplish. 
Hutchinson filed tor custody in Au­ 
gust of 1972. He and Linda's mother 
separated that June. They bad lived to­ 
gether since 1964. Linda was born in 
San Bernardino in 1964 
*i was granted temporary custody, 
over the 
mother’s objections,” said 
Hutchinson. “ I have been back in court 
three times and eacii time the hearing 
was continued, bui each time the child 
remained with me. 
“ Now I have full custody, without 
any child support from the mother. I 


don’t care about money. 1 care aboui 
the child." 
Hutchinson, who lives» on S. San An­ 
tonio Avenue in Pomona and operates 
a gasoline station in Ontario, said he 
wanted to tell his story solely to en­ 
tourage fathers who sincerely love and 
want their c hildren to go to court and 
fight and no say “ what’s the sense, 
throw up their hands and not try 
“ If a man is sincere and not doing it 
for spite or 
revenge, but sincerely 
loves his children and is willing to un­ 
dertake the responsibility, judges can 
sense this. This is important,” bs said. 


He feels that if it can happen to a 
man his age and of his 
financial 
status, it can happen to anyone. 


"Linda s mother is a young woman 
only 31. She lives in North Hollywood. 
She 
has 
weekend 
visitation 
rights 
three times a month," Hutchinson con 
tmued. 


I or the past year Hutchinson and his 
daughter have lived alone. While he’s 
at work she is with a sitter, a married 
woman with a family. 


“ When I’m off work most of the time 
we’re together,” said Hutchinson, “ I 
have a motorcycle and we take trips 
Once we went to Ensenada, Mexico, 
and slept on the beach in our sleeping 
bags. 


"We both have library cards and we 
both like to read. 


"About once every six months 1 take 
her to Disneyland or Knott’s Berry 
I arm or some other amusement park 
We like to go to the parks. We have a 
lot of friends." 


They 
shop 
together, 
go 
to 
the 
laundromat together and clean house 
together, Hutchinson continued. 
Last year Linda attended Alcott Ele­ 
mentary School, “ and she did very 
well. She has no emotional, behavioral 
or learning problems,” said the proud 
father. 


“ I think I’m a good father,” Hutchin­ 
son continued. "1 never say anything 
bad about Linda’s mother. 
"I will try my best to bring Linda up 
in the best manner possible, and to 
prepare her for life so she will be able 


to cope with any situation or advers­ 
ity that arises. 


“Since she was born I’ve given her 
the love 
affection and security every 
child needs. This I know I can do. 
“ I don’t know w’hat I’ll be able to 
olfer her materially. But she know* 
she is secure, that she is loved." 
Hutchinson, a man of slight build 
with a thatch of thick blond htir, wa 
bom in Boston. He was educ-ted in 
public schools there, and during his lit« 
has held a variety of occupations. 
He lived in California from 1946 to 
1955. returning a second tim e in 1964 
Fatherhood is not new to him. He 
had been married twice before his en 
counter with Linda’s mother. He has a 
married daughter, a grown stepdaugh 
teru and stepson, and is a grandfather.

The hardest letters to an­ 
swer 
are 
those 
that 
ask, 
WHY? 
Why did God let my child 
or parent die? Why is a devout, 
kind-hearted person stricken 
with cancer, while a wicked, 
self-centered p e r s o n sails 
blithely through life? 
There is no simple, glib, all 
satisfying 
answer 
to 
The 
Great WHY. 
But a few observations can 
be made about it: 
It is not, as many who ask 
it seem to think, a newly 
discovered question. You will 
find it raised, 
in 
poignant 
form, in the Biblical boon of 
Job, 
written 
thousands 
of 
years ago. It also appears in 
many of the ancient Hebrew 
Psalms. 
Christianity, like Judaism, 
frankly acknowledges that the 
good often suffer and the evil 
often prosper. In fact, the 
paradox is presented in ulti­ 
mate degree by the life of 
Jesus, whose “reward" for a 
blameless life of service and 
compassion was an agonizing 
death on a Roman cross. 
The New Testament offers 
no promise to anyone that he 
can buy safe passage through 
the troubles of life by going 
to church and “being good." 
On the contrary’, Jesus war­ 
ned his followers repeatedly 
they would have to pay a 
very heavy price for fidelity 
to his way. 
And they did. The men and 
women who insisted on telling 
the world about Jesus were 
tortured, beheaded burned at 
the stake and fed to lions. 
Their martyrdom helped to 
spread the gospel throughout 
the Roman 
Empire in re­ 
markably short time. But in 
their darker hours, looking at 
the matter from a purely in­ 
dividual viewpoint, they must 
have felt that this was pretty 
poor compensation for their 
courage and faithfulness. 
The New Testament offers 
three consolations to those 
who suffer bain or loss. 


The first and greatest is the 
promise that the inequities of 
this life will be rectified in a 
future state. It was this hope 
that 
sustained 
the 
Apostle 
P a u l , who underwent as 
much suffering and depriva­ 
tion as any man ever did for 
his stalwart service of Christ. 
“I reckon," the great apostle 
said, in one of his letters, 
“that the sufferings we now 
endure bear no comparison 
with the splendor, as yet un­ 
revealed, which is in store for 
us." 
Pie in the sky? Perhaps. 
Certainly, no one living can 
prove the promise true. On 
the other hand, no one has 
ever proved it untrue, it there 
is a God of love, it is hard to 
believe He would be so cruel 
as to let millions of people 
live and die, through count­ 
less generations, sustainea by 
a groundless hope in a false 
promise that was made in His 
name. 
The second 
Biblical 
con­ 
solation is that suffering need 
not be interpreted as someth­ 
ing which God inflicts delibe­ 
rately upon a particular indi­ 
vidual. In order to give us

freedom of responsible choice, 
which is our Ugliest attribute 
as human persons, God had 
to endow the whole universe 
with freedom to follow natur­ 
al processes where they hap­ 
pen to lead: and this neces­ 
sarily includes freedom for 
capricious tragedies to befall 
just and deserving folk. Jesus 
put it very plainly when he 
reminded his disciples that 
‘ the rain falls on the just and 
unjust alike." 
Finally, there is the con­ 
solation of prayer. Christian 
experience attests that prayer 
sometimes 
leads 
to 
what 
seem like miraculous remis­ 
sions of imminent disaster, 
even — in fact, especially—in 
incidents are relatively rare. 
Most of the time, the “pay­ 
off” of prayer is not getting 
what you ask, but getting so­ 
mething far more precious: a 
sense of the presence of God, 
and the knowledge that His 
love enfolds and sustains us 
even — in fact, especially — in 
the blackest hours of life. It 
is this discovery that has 
brought many a hardheaded 
realist to believe that ac­ 
cepted suffering can be one of 
the greatest blessings of hu­ 
man existence.

Abnormally low bloodsugar 
levels, 
induced 
by 
missed 
meals, may be a direct cause 
of accidents. 
This is the view of Miss M. 
S. Christian, Head of the Ac­ 
cident and Emergency 
De­ 
partm ent at Wexham 
Park 
Hospital, Slough, England. In 
accident 
studies 
she 
found 
that 
several 
truck 
drivers 
who crashed for no apparent 
reason 
had 
extremely 
low 
blood-sugar levels. 
In three cases, the drivers 
were either confused, fain? or 
ill but each recovered after a 
shot of intravenous glucose 
and a meal. None of them 
was diabetic and all 
were 
young and healthy. The com­ 
mon factor was that each dri­ 
ver had at least 12 hours star­ 
vation. 


This new danger was dis­ 
covered by 
Miss 
Christian 
during a survey she is under­ 
taking of the “unknown fac­ 
tors” in road accidents. 
The survey, which will also 
look into the effects of such 
factors as tranquilizers and 
diabetes, includes a question 
to establish the relationship 
between the time of the acci­ 
dent and the last meal. 
Symptoms associated with 
low blood-sugar 
are 
weak­ 
ness, 
drowsiness, 
dizziness, 
mental confusion, double vi­ 
sion, aggression and other ab- 
n o r m a l behavior. Because

chief of the Cambodian Gov­ 
ernment in exile, a partici­ 
pant in any peace negotia­ 
tions for Cambodia. 
The next question is whe­ 
ther the unpredictable Siha­ 
nouk will negotiate with the 
United States. Right now, he 
says he won’t. 
And the question after that 
is whether Sihanouk really is 
the right man to negotiate 
with after all. 
Among the several unans­ 
wered 
questions 
about 
the 
war in Cambodia is the one 
about who is really fighting it 
on the other side. If for many 
years the South Vietnamese 
Viet 
Cong 
no 
more 
than 
shadowy figures in the jungle, 
the leadership of the Cambo­ 
dian insurgents is even more 
a mystery. 
Sihanouk claim s it, but with 
no clear 
lines 
of 
commu­ 
nication between his Peking 
exile 
and 
the 
Cambodian 
jungle few give him credit for 
being more than one side of a 
triangle, and maybe a tem ­ 
porary one, at that. 
His chief credentials are 
that 
he 
is 
recognized 
by 
Hanoi and Peking as chief of 
state, although he himself is 
quoted in an Interview with 
the French newspaper Figaro 
as saying he expects a Com­ 
munist attem pt to dislodge 
him after the war. 
The 
other 
sides 
of 
the 
triangle are the Lon Nol gov­ 
ernment, which now controls 
not much more than the ca­ 
pital city of Phnom 
Penh, 
and the insurgents, known as 
“ The Cambodian People’s Na­ 
tional Liberation Armed For­ 
ces,” or more generally as 


the “ Khmer Reds.” 
The few prisoners taken by 
the government side suggest 
that most of the fighting is 
being carried on by Cambo­ 
dians, although it is the con­ 
tention of the government and 
the United States that the in­ 
surgents 
are 
both 
supplied 
and led by the North Vietna­ 
mese. 
With 
this as 
a 
general 
thesis, it is said to be Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s belief that if the 
Lon Nol government falls, it 
will be the signal for a pro- 
Communist take-over affect­ 
ing not only Cambodia but 
weakening the whole structure 
of the Vietnam ceasefire it­ 
self. 
With the end of American 
bombing in Cambodia sched­ 
uled for Aug. 15, U.S. hopes 
for a satisfactory peace set­ 
tlement appears to rest on 
one or a combination of three 
possibilities, s 


One is for the Lon Nol gov­ 
ernment to dem onstrate with­ 
in a few weeks what it has 
failed to do in three years, an 
ability to stand on its own. 
Another is for Sihanouk to 
emerge as a leader capable 
of resuming the balancing act 
that for so long kept Cam­ 
bodia more or less neutral as 
war engulfed both Laos and 
South Vietnam, its two Indo­ 
china neighbors. 
A third is to bring pressure 
for peace on the insurgents 
through contacts with Hanoi, 
P e k i n g 
and 
the 
Soviet 
Union. 
All of which is to suggest 
that presidential adviser Hen­ 
ry Kissinger has his work cut 
out for him on his next visit 
to Peking—especially so since 
even in the face of American 
bombing the Cambodian in­ 
su rgen ts seem to have m ilita­ 
ry victory within their grasp

The third of Alice Walworth 
Graham's 
historical 
novels 
dealing with England, “ The 
Summer Queen” throws us 
into the 15th Century court of 
Edward IV, as seen through 
the eyes of Cicely BonviMe (a 
lady-in-waiting, and noblewo­ 
man, who serves Edward’s 
queen, Elizabeth Woodville). 
When Edward secretly mar­ 
ries, one of the many dramat­ 
ic conflicts in the book is set 
j n 
motion, 
for 
Elizabeth 
Woodville was not a proper 
wife, it would seem, not only 
according to the standards of 
the royal 
(Yorkist) 
family, 
but also by those ascribed to 
by the general populace. 
She was the first woman 
without royal blood to marry 
a king ol England, and rumor 
had 
it 
that 
her 
mother, 
through black Romany arts, 
had calculatinglv assisted her 
daughter’s rise through the 
social ranks. 
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The marriage aroused dis­ 


content in very high places 


indeed, considering the fact 


that Warwick, king-make and 


king-breaker of the 
period, 


was one of those who showed 


his disapproval, alcng with 


t h e 
king’s 
own 
brother, 


George. 
A second 
plot 
is 
woven 


around the political implica­ 
tions of this union. The “ Spi­ 
der King” in France, and the 
powerful Duke of Burgundy 
w h o 
controlled 
the 
Low 
Countries (which were an im­ 
portant market 
for English 
wool), play key roles here, 
and the'diplomatic intrigue is 
unraveled in very complicated 
fashion. 


This is a period in which 
old feudal loyalties are decay­ 
ing, and in which mercantile 
considerations and domestic 
manufacture 
become 
more 
paramount. 


Unfortunately, the characte­ 
rization is often rather woo­ 
den, although King Edward 
sometimes comes to life. The 
narrator, Cicely Bonville, is 
little more than a literary ar­ 
tifice. Her father dies, she is 
forced into an arranged mar­ 
riage with a man she do«> 
not respect, and, through all 
this, she remains stolid, im­ 
passive, actually inert. 


We can be grateful to the 
author for 
her 
painstaking 
historical accuracy in many 
particulars, however, and her 
fast-paced style, which makes 
the book a 
pleasant diver­ 
tissement for those who enjoy 
historical novels. 


It is too had, though 111 u 
this much neglected century, 
the time of such climactic 
events as the War of 
the 
Roses, is not depicted wilh 
more of the intensity and pas­ 
sion that it deserves. 


But 
the 
undertaking 
was 
quite ambitious, and while it 
1 may fail to delight some rea­ 
ders whose highest demands 
are aesthetic, it will undoub­ 
tedly instruct others in the 
fascination that the politics of 
a much diflerent age can hold 
for us. 


Alice Walworth Graham has 
authored six previous novels, 
tour of them dealing with our 
own South. One can only hope 
that the more she becomes

This is not reading for id­ 
ling away a leisure moment. 
It demands the full attention 
and concentration of the rea­ 
der. Written from a medical 
viewpoint, this work assesses 
medicine’s part in helping to 
create “ a new and expected 
image of man.” 
As 
technological 
medicine 
has made tremendous strides 
in the control of disease with 
the timely and proper use of 
newly discovered 
techniques 
a n d 
medicinal 
treatment, 
there has grown a great need 
for “ medicine to know what it 
is, where it is going ano what 
choice»’ It should make in or­ 
der to determine the nature 
of desirable transformation.” 
So says Andre Cournand, 
M.D., professor emeritus and 
s p e c i al lecturer, Columbia 
University College of Phys­ 
icians and Surgeons, in his 
preface to the book. 
This statement sets the tone 
and the stage for this deep 
and penetrating analysis of 
the modern doctor’s challenge

Dr. Hamburger outlines the 
lamentable truth that where 
research is poor, the sick re­ 
ceive inadequate care.

A n d 
between th* 
research and 
the sick li^s 
sometimes too great a dis­ 
tance 
in which the 
result 
must be put in the hands of

agreed upon research proce­ 
dures, thus failing to realize 
that pure, unplanned research 
has often accidentally turned

looking for evidence re gard­ 
ing an entirely different one 
The author forcefully dwells 
upon the doctor-patient rela 
tiOBship and the need for ar- 
ctss »o centralized sources of 
data readily available to him. 


The human qualities of this 


vital 
relationship 
are

cussed. The physician must 


be dedicated to the over-all 


welfare of his patient, treat­ 


ing the whole person, not just 
a "disease. 
The Hippocratic 
Oath is not just a mumbo- 
jumbo of words to Dr. Ham­ 
burger 
but 
a 
professional 
11hie guiding the physicians 
every action. 
Exploring 
virtually 
every 
aspect of the world of medi­ 
cine, 
Hamburger 
discusses 
the regulation of populations 
in addition to the mission of 
improving health. Within this 
frame of reference, Hamber- 
ger discusses the plans from 


which 
medicine 
can 
chose. 
The first one is the reduction 
of death misery and disease. 
The second is the reduction of 
suffei ing and the third which 
he calls the protection of the 
humar 
species, and 
finally 
the 
grand plan: 
Protecting 
the conscious state 
without 
destroying the species. Space 
does not permit the detailing 
of these plans and the prob­ 
lems of choice among them.

Marian McPartland is one of the out­ 
standing jazz pianists in the country to­ 
day. Since 1957, she has taken time from 
her busy schedule to go into schools and 
teach children about jazz... and something 
about themselves. 
What’s jazz? Jazz is a tune that you 
make up as you go along. It has a beat all 
its own. You change it around each time 
you play it. You improvise. 
What does this teach kids about them­ 
selves? Mrs. McPartland hopes it will en­ 
courage them to do their own thing, just 
like the jazz musicians do. She wants them 
to feel free to do something in their own 
way, whether it’s beating out a tune, or 
writing a poem, or painting a picture. 
Though Mrs. McPartland wants chil­ 
dren to do their own thing, she also wants 
them to learn to listen while someone else 
does his. 
We asked Mrs. McPartland what’s hap­ 
pening in jazz today. “All kinds of music 
are coming together . . . folk music, jazz 
and rock. Jazz musicians are using rock, 
rock musicians are borrowing from jazz. 
It’s like one big musical melting pot!” 
What’s the difference between rock and 
jazz? Rock has a more definite beat that 
is repeated over and over again. Jazz has 
more variety. The main difference is that 
with jazz, you play anyway you want to. 
You improvise. 
Although you improvise in jazz music, 
it isn’t some kind of magic that you play 
just by picking up an instrument. You 
have to practice. And although many of 
the earlv iazz musicians did not read 
music, mosJ of today’s jazz players have 
studied it and can play other kinds of 
music as well. 
Jazz is changing all the time, but under 
lying all of this music is a rhythm or beat 
which was originally brought to this coun­ 
try from Africa. Jazz is considered by many 
to be the only musical form that originated 
ip this country. It is typically American.

In 1904, Amadeo Peter 
Giannini and some friends 
bought a safe for $750, moved 
it to a remodelled bar in 
San Francisco, and opened 
the Bank of Italy.

a bank before. This was a new idea in banking, since 
banks at that time were not for the common man. 
Giannini built his bank into the Bank of Amer­ 
ica, the world’s largest private bank. He died in 1949. 
A 21-cent stamp honoring him was issued on 
June 27 at San Mateo, California.

CJ 
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Diogenes, the Greek philosopher, onee lit a lan­ 
tern and carried it about with him in the da> light, 
stating that he was looking for an honest man. Sev­ 
eral thousand years later, on Oct. 21. 1904. Watt 
McCullough, an employe of the Pomona Lime Com­ 
pany’s plant In Spadra, also lit a lantern in th day­ 
time. But in McCullough’s ease, instead ovv looking for 
an honest man, he went looking for crude oil. 


Neither Diogenes nor Watt McCullough were suc­ 


cessful in their unusual lantern carrying ventures. 
However, of the two endeavors, McCullough’s was 
probabh the more spectacular. The following day 
the Pomona Daily Review reported on carrying a 
lighted lantern about in the daytime in this graphic 
fashion: 
"Over 100 Pomonans hastened to Spadra on bic­ 
ycles and in carriages late yesterday afternoon to 
investigate what they thought was an explosion in 
the lime kiln there. The flash and report had been 
seen and heard for miles around but when the 
curious spectators finally arrived on the scene they 
learned that instead of being the lime kiln, the ex­ 
plosion had come from an oil tankcar parked on a 
railroad siding. The crude oil had been drawn off 
from 
the car during the 
afternoon 
but 
Watt 


McCullough, an employe of the lime company, was 
not so sure all the oil had been drawn away. To 
satisfy himself, he got a lantern and was peering 
into the bunghole of the car when a terrible explo- J 
sion occurred. The report was heard for miles 
around. The cause of the explosion was gas which 
had generated from the oil in the car during the hot 
afternoon. With the exception of a scorched arm and 
face, McCullough came out of the explosion all 
right.” 


Having decided that McCullough was all in one 
piece, the 100 or more Pomonans, just a mite un­ 
happy because it had only been an oil tankcar in­ 
stead of the lime kiln that had exploded, remounted 
their bicycles, climbed into their carriages and 
wearily headed homeward. However, several days 
later, just to make certain that the general public 
would know all was well with their Spadra plant, 
The Pomona Lime Co. issued this statement to the 
local press:
